Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Littlefield indicated that claim 5 will be canceled and that a 
substitute specification will be filed wherein the issue of trademarks and generic terminology will be addressed. Mr. 
Littlefield noted that some of the names cited are to the name of a company and are not a trademark for a product. Mr. 
Littlefield indicated that the trademarks will be both capitalized and accompanied with the appropriate generic 
terminology. 

Mr. Littlefield stressed that the anticipated amendment of claim 1 would remove the limitation of requiring a 
determination of the rate of transcription of a transcriptional unit, but rather, will require that one quantify the amount of 
RNA transcribed from a transcriptional unit. Mr. Sisson made inquiry as to whether "a preparation of cell nuclei" could 
fairly encompass nuclei that had been "prepared" in some manner yet are retained within a cell. Mr. Littlefield indicated 
that he will consult with applicant to consider further amending the claims so to specify that the nuclei are isolated or 
separated from their cells. 

Mr. Sisson suggested that the proposed amendment of claim 1 could be considered to encompass the isolation of 
polyA mRNA on an oligo-dT column where the mRNA comprises labeled adenine and that the labeled mRNA could be 
isolated as a result of the labeled adenosine, but that the isolation not be predicated on the actual label incorporated 
therein. Mr. Littlefield indicated that he will consider further amending the claim so to recite that the label is used for 
isolating the nascent RNA. 

Mr. Sisson noted that proposed amended claim 1 would fairly encompass virtually any label. Mr. Sisson indicated that 
adequate written description and enablement for the full scope of this embodiment would be reviewed. 
Mr. Littlefield directed attention to kit claims (claims 22-29 and 32). The aspect of patentability of old products versus 
new uses for old products was discussed. In response to inquiry from Mr. Littlefield, mr. Sisson indicted that inserting 
language into the preamble of the claim identifying an intended utility for the products of the kit would not necesssarily 
save the kit from a possible rejection undere 35 USC 103(a) if the prior art provides motivation for combining the 
components. Mr. Littlefield indicated that he would discuss with applicant the aspect of not pursuing claims drawn to a 
kit. 
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
